A FATAL EXPLOSION. 


The Newburg Horror—A Farmer’s Terrible 
Fate—Disasters of a Day. 

Mapison, WIS., January 23.—An explosion 
of a locomotive boiler in the round-house at 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul depot oc- 
curred last night, causing deathand destruc- 
tion.

critical exegesis of the poetry of that city. 
A community has some claim to literary 
pre-eminence when it can be said that her 
cattlemen and commission merchants 
write better poetry than her most dis- 
tinguished literary people, and this is the 
proud boast of Chicago. ; 
A commission merchant of the Lake 
City, wishing to work a spider-and-fly 
game on soft-headed and unsuspecting 
customers, has published a circular, 
printed in blue ink, bristling with leering 
invitation, and couched in such alluring 
rhymes as the following: 
If you want to make money, it's um vou 
should buy; 
If you ask for our reasons, we'll soon tell vou 
wh 
It is ne cilia lower than itsold on the crop, 
And has had, as you ai a full fifteen cent 
drop. 

This is worthy of EUGENE FIELD or CARTER 
HARRISON, and shows what a Chicago com- 
mission merchant can do when he spits on 
his hand and backs his ears, The above 
stanza has nine kinds of feet, which shows 
the versatility of the writer. The other 
stanzas, relating to bulls and bears, are so 
overloaded with local dialect that they are 
hardly intelligible. 

SAMUEL JOHNSON remarked of the danc- 
ing bear that the wonder was, not that he 
danced so badly, butthat he danced at 
all. In the same way we may remark of 
the poet of the grain pit, that the wonder 
is not that he rhymes so badly, but that 
he rhymes atall. In Chicago, however, 
the muse of options, though an amateur, 
takes rank with the professional. 

A recent number of the Chicago Tribune 
contained a very touching sentimental 
poem entitled, What Shall I Give Her!“ 
by one STANLEY WATERLOO, a professional 
poet. There is reason to believe that there 
is a great deal of poetry in the writer be- 


It is a 
tear-compelling rhapsody, butis too pro- 
foundly enigmatical for practical pur- 
poses. Whena poet asks,in all serious- 
ness, What Shall I Give Her?“ the 
proper answer should be something like 
this: ‘‘The proper thing to give her de- 
pends a great deal qn the nature and vio- 
lence of her complaint.

THE California railroad-tax case which 
is now coming up in the United States 
Supreme Court,and in which Senators 
EDMUNDS and EvaktTs are retained to ap- 
pear for the railroad-tax dodgers, is the 
Santa Clara case, appealed by the State 
from the United States Circuit Court, 
where Mr. Justice FIELD gave judgment 
for the railroad on grounds the opposite of 
those on which the Supreme Court in 
a Kentucky case recently gave judgment 
g@gainst a railroad with his concurrence. 
How the Court can sustain Justice Fre.Lp’s 
decision in the California case without re- 
versing its own decision in the Kentucky 
case is more than a layman can tell. 
Judge FIELD decided that the Constitution 
and laws of California were veid by reason 


ment, so far as they provided for methods 
of assessment and taxation discriminating 
between individual owners and corporate 
owners. On the strength of this decision 
a Kentucky railroad resisted the payment 
of a tax levy made under a similarly dis- 
criminating Kentucky law, and the Su- 
preme Court, Justice Fre_p concurring, 
held the law valid. There may be some 
other point hidden in the Santa Clara case, 
to explain why it, of all the numerous 
California tax cases, is made the test case. 
When the San Mateo case was called a 
month or so ago, the Supreme Court was 
informed that the railroad, ignoring the 
decision of the Circuit Court in its favor, 
had paid San Mateo County its claims in 
full, including interest, penalties and 
costs. Chief Justice Warrx then advanced 
the Santa Clara case and set it for hearing 
on the 18th of this month. The tax claims

The Fifth Amend- 
ment, providing that no person shall be 
deprived of life, liberty or property with- 
out due process of law, and that private 
property shall not be taken for public use 
without just compensation, applies only 
to United States laws and proceedings. 
But all the States have similar provisions 
in their Constitutions, and the Fourteenth 
Amendment fortifies them with a supple- 
mentary restriction upon the scope of 


State legislation.

One of the chief duties of the newspaper is 
hunting down and exposing falsehoods. And 
here it might be observed that politicians and 
Government functionaries are the chief stum- 
bling blocks to the newspaper in its efforts to 
obtéin correct information. In fact, it might 
be said that those who live off the people, 
whether legitimately or illegitimately, are 
naturally disposed to cultivate obscurantism, 
and will seldom fail, when they have an op- 
portunity, to elude, befog, or lead astray pro- 
fessional seekers, gatherers and purveyors of 
information for the public. In this regard the 
good and bad and indifferent politicians are 
pretty much alike. 

The newspaper is the only palpable and in- 
dubitable connecting link—except the tax 
collector—between the American citizen and 
his Government; and as the real newspaper is 
supported by the people, instead of by the 
officials and politicians, the ordinary rules of 
common sense would indicate to the newspa- 
per the wisdom and propriety of giving cor- 
rect information. But itis not necessary to 
go into an elaborate argument to prove to the 
people that between the newspapers and the 
politicians—speaking generally and making 
due allowance for exceptions—the newspapers 
are by all means the most worthy of trust and 
confidence. 


An Improbable Story. 
London Special to Philadelphia Press. 

An improbable story is published in the 
Rome newspapers that Judge Stallo, United 
States Minister to Italy, abruptly leff a dinner 
given by Dr. Delamater, an American dentist 
living in Rome, on discovering that the 
chamberlain of the Pope’s household was 
among the guests. In explaining his de- 
parture to Dr. Delamater, Judge Stallo is re- 
ported to have said that he had orders to have 
no relations of any sort with the Vatican.

CAPTAIN REED’S EFFORTS TO REFORM THE 
MORALS OF THE NAVY. 


ship Minnesota on Jannary 15, 
brought to an end an interesting experiment 
in the moral reform of the dashing navy. 
Captain Reed had come to the ship in Decem- 
ber, 1884, and finding religio us and temper- 
ance meetings in vogue, determined to con- 
tinue them on a large scale for the edification 
of the boys on board as well as the more sea - 
soned officers. He announced that thereafter 
theusual cast-iron navy regulations against 
the use of liquors would be enforced.

The temperance cause 
again lifted its head, and the champagne 
remained on ice. The order of detachment 
came next day. Acting Secretary Harmony 
had started in all right, but its delivery had 
been delayed. The champagne was got in 
readiness again. The Salvation Army 
services for Wednesday were post- 
poned, and affairs were looking again 
as they did in the halcyon days before reform 
invaded the vessel. The captain could not 
move out, however, inthe two days left him. 
He obtained a respite until January 15. Last 
week Commander Kane arrived to put the 
ship, as he said, in good condition. The 
officers gave him a receptionin the cabin of 
the Minnesota. The long-concealed and 
8 1 . ne was brought to 
light and the glasses clinked triumphantly as 
Captain Reed went over the side of the vessel. 
The Salvation Army has also retired with its 
tinkling cymbals and sonorous bass drum to 
the up-town tabernacle. Captain Reed insists 
that his detachment was due to official favor- 
itism and that his efforts to reform the navy 
will still be successful. Secret Whitney’s 
decision may have to be reversed by President 
Cleveland, and till then the question of a cold - 
water policy in the Brooklyn Navy Yard will 
not be authoritatively settled.

A GREAT GOOD. — 


A Public Blessing in the Shape of Post- 
age Stamp Agencies. 

With the increase in postal communication 
the public of the large cities have found in the 
past ten years a great deal of annoyance at- 
taching to the purchase of stamps at 
any other place than a regular 
post office. Drug stores and other places 


of business have — * stamps on hand, but 
they did this without any rémuneration ex- 
cept what they could get from the odd 2 

now and then occurring. Frequently the 
small supply of stamps was usted and 
the people were compelled to go off on along 
chase around the neighborhood for the 
little, but very ne „ article. Now, 
however, the Post Office Department has ar- 
ranged a — for the sale of stamps through- 
out the cities, which, having been tried in St. 
Louis for three montns,has shown its complete 
racticability and may de considered an estab- 
ished feature of metropolitan postal service. 
This plan has become known in St. Louis by

Stamp Agency. There are ten of these 
agencies now in active distribution of 
stamps in this * In the last 
quarter just closed the total receipts 
ofthese ten places were $1,650, which evi- 
dences such a liberal patronage on the part of 
the public that Postmaster Hyde will, in afew 
days, write to the Department urging the 
establishment of thirty more agencies. 

These sellers of stamps are about the lowest 
salaried officers of ‘the United States. e 
are regularly sworn in and receive a month, 
which covers the trouble of handling the 
stamps. They are required to keep on hand 
$25 in cards, stamps, envelopes and wrappers, 
and are authorized to dispose of 
not more than $1 worth toasingle purchaser. 
The accounts of these encies are always 
open to the inspection of the Postmaster, who 
if he finds a deficiency, holds back the stipu- 
lated compensation. At the end of each 
quarter these agencies submit a 
regular report. In locating these 
stamp depots, the Post Office 
is ided, not by a certain distance between 
each, but by the demands of the public in cer- 
tain sections. If a business man comes in and 
says his patrons are in need of such an * 
he is given the right to sell, provid tha 
no other agency is in his im- 
mediate neighborhood. Drug stores are 
usually selected, as they are open from éarly 
in the morning until late at night and are 
never closed on Sundays. St. Louis is one of 
the first cities to be benefited by this innova 
tion, but all other large cities will be similarly 
treated by the end of the next quarter. Chi- 
cago is not yet supplied with any of these 
8 but expects to have them in a few 
weeks.

In the case of Miss Anna Dickinson misfor- 
tunes have followed fast and followed faster 
until that once energetic woman finds herself 


in almost destitute circumstances. At onetime 
Miss Dickinson seemed to have taken affairs at 
that flood-tide which led to fortune, and for 
— she was the most successful woman be- 
ore the American public, literally 2 
money with her le upon — a an

where she lost both. Asa lecturer she was a 
success; as an actress she was a failure. Miss 
Dickinson very unjustly attributes this want of 
success to a ＋ age f on the part of the 
press to kill her with light ridicule, and is full 
of bitterness towards newspaper men. She 
invested a great deal of money in the produc- 
tion of her play, ‘‘A Crown of Thorns,’’ 
which after a short run was withdrawn from 
the boards a pronounced failure. Added to 
this Miss Dickinson has sustained still more 
serious losses by a recent fire in Chicago 
which destroyed most of her property, and 
to-day she is in a condition, if not in actual 
want, still of comparative poverty, and it is 
now proposed by the members of Sorosis to 
ve her a benefit at an early date, 
@ entertainment to consist of a lecture 
by Miss Dickinson upon Joan of Arc. It is 
touching to witness the financial downfall of a 
woman who has struggled so bravely in her 
fight for what she deemed to be a righteous 
cause. Tradition says Miss Dickinson was 
once a crossing sweeper in the streets of her 
native city, Philadelphia, and when a mere 
girl, began to attract attention by her remark- 
able speeches at the Quaker meetings s at- 
tended. She soon afterward took up th use 
ot the negro and awoke suddenly to find her- 
self famous. She has supported her family 
the greater part of her life, and has always 
been a generous giver. Her greatest fault bas 
been her aggressive manner of attacking what 
she considers the foibles of the age, and this 
82 has made her appear in the 
light of a disagreeable ‘‘crank,’’ rather than 
as an earnest woman as she is. 


Victor Hugo’s Marion Delorme.” 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 
Victor Hugo’s masterpiece, ‘‘Marion De- 
lorme, was produced on Tuesday at the 


Porte St. Martin, with Mme. Bernhardt as the 
heroine, in the very theater where, fifty years 
ago, it gainedits great success. The whole 
play was written in eleven days. The 600 lines 
whieh make up the fourth act were struck off 
in twenty-four hours, during which period 
the poet took neither food nor sleep. Jules 
Janin, who was the critic of the Debats, 
chronicled its success in a notice of six 
lines, and when four days later he 
cre a long and enthusiastic review of 
he play, the names of the chief actors were 
not even mentioned, so different in those days 
was the relative importance of the play and 
the players. That was in August, 1831, a year 
in which the nunber of pieces acted in Paris 
amounted to 272—the works of 200 authors. 
The Almanach des Spectacies’’ used to pub- 
lish a list of these works, classifying them ac- 
cording to their success. Four grades of 
achievement were recognized by it—success, 
great success, considerable success and fail- 
ure—and these ggg were always indi- 
cated b simple initials. The letters 
which followed the announcement ot 
roduction of ‘‘Marion Delorme’’ in 
manach of 1831 were the coveted ‘‘S. 

C.“ Three managers had been in treaty with 
the dramatist for the production of his play, 
the Francais and the Odeon being equally 
anxious to secure it. But fifty years ago a 
curious weight of dignity encumbered the 
rogress of the national theaters, and the 
licensing authorities—La Censure—decided 
that the children of Moliere must not give 
‘*Victor Hugo’’ at their house. The Porte St. 
Martin * — the piece witn what was then 
thought adequate splendor. Crosnier, the 
ma er, expended 10,000 francs, and Mme.

New York, January 23.—About fifty sport- 
ing men with a sprinkling of politicians as- 
sembledin abarn up town about 8 o’clock 
last evenlag to witness a battle between 
Charley Gooley, ex-middle weight colored 
ehampion, and Dan Titus, also colored anda 
well-known fighter.

Jimmy Patterson, 
backer of Paddy Ryan, and Denny Costigan 
were seconds for Charley Gooley, and Johnny 
Stack and Barney Hatten for Dan Titus. Billy 
O’Brien was refereeand time-keeper. It was 
9 o’clock when the men entered the 
ring. Gooley stood 5 feet 7% inches and 
weighed 152 pounds and Titus kicked the 
beam at 150; pounds and stood 5 feet 6. 
Time was atonce called and Titus rushed at 
his opponent like a mad bull. From the open- 
ing to the finish he forced the fighting. Gooley 
met him at every turn, and the men exchanged 
some heavy ‘‘give-and-take’’ slugging, with- 
out any visible effect. 

In the second round, after some hot and 
pretty even work, Gooley landed his left 
squarely on Titus’ nose, bringing first blood. 
From this round until the sixth it was about 
an even thing. Titus forced the fighting furi- 
ously, jgetting back perhaps a trifie more 
than he sent. In the sixth round Gooley hit 
him a terriffic right-hander, which knocked 
him squarely off his feet, and gave Gooley the 
first knock-down. In the seventh round 
Gooley went for Titus right and 
left, knocking him down four times 
in succession. Both men fought 
a little sly of each other for several rounds 
after this, Gooley getting a whack in the mouth 
which sent the blood flying. Both men were 
now covered with blood. In the twenty-first 
round, having recovered their breath, they 
went to work with fresh ardor. ButjGooley 
goon got ina terrific blow on Titus’ jugular, 
which landed him senseless on the floor. He 
was dragged to hiscorner and his seconds 
worked frantically at him to bring him around, 
but when time was called he was still sense- 


less. To Gooley were awarded the victory and 
the prize money.
